Themes Appleton of Lake Forest, 
formerly a member of the Board of 
AssesBOrs of Lake County, admitted 
that he hod appropriated to his own use 
^500 voted by the Board of AssesBors of 
the county to .the Lake Bluff orphan- 
^ age in 190G. His oxplanationj was 
"that he needed the money.'* 

"I received the voucher for$500 from 
I tho^ county clerk of the county in 1906 
and I also had the voucher cashed," 
Mr Appleton told a reporter^ for the 
Tribune. "I was supervisor in this 
district then and as a matter of fact the 
money was paid over to me. No, I did 
not pay the money over to the orphan- 
age and my only reason was the fact that 
my finances were low at the time. I al- 
ways intended to pay the debt and last 
fall I paid $250. • 

. "I will pay the balance soon, for I 
think I shall have the money shortly. I 
have some 10 acres of land near here 
from the sale of which I can probably 
raise the money shortly. I know it was 
wrong to keep the money intended for 
the orphans, but I needed the money so 
J used it to live on.'* 

An audit of the county books has been 
called for by the Board of Assessors. 

Appleton was the unsuccessful candi- 
date for mayor of Lake Forest at the 
last election and when asked- if he had 
paid the money after he had 'announced 
his candidacy he replied he had not. 
"I paid the $250 lost fall before I was a 
candidate for mayor,*' he said, "and my 
candidacy was not any incentive for the 
payment" 

Appleton is about 65 years old and 
he has been a resident of the suburb 
during the last 20 years and was for four 
years superviaor, . 

Lucy J Judsbn, superintendent of the 
Lake Bluff orphanage, who with her 
little band of assistants work without 
remuneration save their- keep, told a 
similar story to that given out by 
Appleton. 

"The supervisors made an appropri- 
ation of $500 for the orphanoge in 1906, * ' 
Mias Judson said. "Appleton told me 
of the appropriation, but said he could 
not pay the money till after the taxes 
were collected. In 1907 there was 
another appropiration of the same 
amount and then Appleton paid us $500. 

"This continued and we received the 
same appropriation each successive year 
till last year, when the aporopriation 
was increased to $1,000. I then' asked 
about the appropriation for the year 
before, but was shown voucher that the 
payment was made each successive ydar. 

"One voucher showed a payment of 
$500 in 1906. I asked Appleton and he 
admitted the receipt of the money and 
told he would pay it. Ho has since paid 
$260. I don't care to say as yet what 
action I shall talco to collect the balance 
of the $500 appropriation in 1900. I 
have consulted an attorney, but cannot 
\ say more at present 

"We have 135 orphans here at pre- 
sent supported by charities. The wo- 
men working with me and myself do not 
receive any salary. We are Methodist 
deaconersscs and our work is one of 

charity.

Antloch Farmers not In Favor of Tubercu- 
llne Testing of CatUe. 

On account of a report to-^he effect 
that the farmers of the vicinity of 
Antioch arjd . adjoining towns, were 
heartily In favor of ,the tuberculine 
test, having gained a wide circulation, 
The News three weeks ago issued a 
oupon and Invited each farmer to .ex- 
press his opinion In regard to the mat- 
ter, by voting "yes" or "no" on the 
question "Are you in favor of the 
tuberculine test?" 

In response to this Invitation farmers 
who ship milk from Antioch, Lake 
Villa," Ingleside, Wadsworth and Salem 
took the opportunity to speak. So far 
one hundred and two votes haye been 
turned in- and when looked over were 
found to stand one hundred and one 
against and one in favor of the test 
Of the total number of votbs turned in 
only one has. as yet been received from 
the state of Wisconsin. 

The object of conducting this vote is 
to get the direct opinion of the pro- 
ducer and while the votes themselves 
remain on file In this office and the 
names are confidentially held, the re- 
sult of the vote is being sent to the 
chairman of the joint investigating 
committee to goon record among their 
several thousand pages of evidence both 
for and against the proposition which 
they are gathering in an effort to se- 
cure the enactment of a law that 
would be fair and juat, one that 
would at the same time that it was 
providing a pure milk supply to the 
consumer, offer the necessary protec- 
tion to the producer.

Mrs. Charles W. Allen of Kenosha, 
wife of the senior member of the firm 
of C. N. Allen Sons company and a di- 
rector in the Central Leather company, 
appeared Wednesday before Justice 
Holt in the United States Clrcut and 
pleaded guilty to an indictment charging 
her with having smuggled Into the 
country when she arrived at New York 
last Fridaj on the Lusitania jewelry and 
wearing apparel worth about $5,000. 
Mrs. Allen was fined $100. 

Mrs, Allen's plea was entered by her 
counsel, W. Wickham Smith. He said 
his client was acting as chaperon for a 
party including her daughter, Gertrude, 
the latter's school friend, Miss Ethel 
Sumner, and Mrs. D. C. Cregier of 
Chicago, and that they had been abroad 
five months. During t"hat time, he ex- 
plained, they had purchased numerous 
articles of jewelry and wearing apparel. 

When the time came to make out the 
declaration, Mr. Smith said, they had 
forgotten the prices of many of the 
things, and none of the circulars on the 
lines to assist passengers in making 
their declarations was presented to any 
one in.the party. 

Counsel added that Mrs. Allen never 
had been abroad before and that there 
was no man in the party to advise them. 
On her arrival here, Mr, Smith said, 
Mrs*- Allen-had given-- the keys of her 
trunks to the customs men, but his 
client and the others in the party were 
wearing the jewely to insure its safety, 
Mr. Smith declared' that there was no 
attempt at concealment. He asked for 
leniency, saying that Mrs. Allen had 
been punished sufliclently by the pub- 
licity, exposure and mortification. 

Assistant United States District At- 
torney Dorr said that Mrs; Allen had 
admitted that she did not intend to pay 
duty on the jewelry and declared that 
the fact that she made a declaration and 
failed to include the articles, besides 
having previously sent over the jewelry 
boxes by mail would tend to show that 
her act was premeditated while the 
party was on th^j other side of the At- 
lantic. 

After hearing counsel Judge Holt im- 
posed the fine, which was paid. 

It is understood that Mrs. , Allen will 
recover the property imported in viola- 
tion of the customs laws by paying the 
home value, which includes the" foreign 
cost and 50 per cent duty. 

RUN DOWN 

BY TRAIN 

AND KILLED 

Monday night a St Paul train struck 
and instantly killed a boxmakcr by the 
name of Walch at Rondout and Monday 
afternoon a coroner's jury at Liberty- 
ertyville took the matter up in detail. 

The train is said to have been the St. 
Paul Pioneer Limited. There was one 
train going north and one south at the 
time Walch was struck and the victim 
was on the private right of way of the 
company. 

He was hurled some feet into the air 
by the pilot of the engine. Every bono 
in his body was broken and his head had 
a yawning hole In it. On his body was 
found a union card in the boxmnkers' 
union and Coroner Taylor at once tele- 
phoned to the Chicago police to try to 
locate some of his friends or Information 
about him.

Story of How Highwood Postmaster was 

FoundShortin Accounts and how Deputy 

Got Into Trouble Trying to Help Him 



The fact that Postmaster W. E. Cum- 
mlngs of Highwood was recently found 
to be $250 short in his accounts after he 
had been asked to retire from the posi- 
tion and his subsequent effort to make 
good to the postal department in order 
to protecthimself, has resulted in trouble 
being brought upon his friends, namely. 
Postmaster Fletcher of Highland 
Park and his assistant. Deputy King. 

The outcome of the matter so far has 
been that Kinpf Monday received notice 
to retire from the position at once 
because he had seen fit to borrow ?250 
from the Highland Park oflice just long 
enough to allow Cummings to hand 
over the money to make up his 
deficit. Postmaster Fletcher making 
amount good in' his own ofiice an hour or 
BO after the deputy forwarded the 
money. 

The fact is that, when Cummings 
appealed to Fletcher for aid, Fletcher 
was not there but his deputy. King, 
knew he (Fletcher) was a friend of 
Cummings and that he would sanction 
a loan out of his personal account to 
iielp his old faiend Cummings out of the 
trouble. So King took the $250 from 
the Highland Park oflice, loaned it to 
Cummings who handed it over to the 
inspectors at Highwood but they refus- 
ed it. Then, as soon as Fletcher reach- 
ed his ofiice; King told him what he had 
done, Fletcher told him it was all right 
and at once put back $250 of his per- 
sonal money into the Highland Park 
oflice cash box. 

The inspectors- at Highwood, seeing 
that Cumming got the shortage fund so 
quickly, investigated, found that be pro- 
cured it from the Highland Park ofiice 
and confronted Fletcher with It. He 
did not wish to tell the facta to impli- 
cate King but King at once admitted he 
had done it, showing he knew Mr. 
Fetcher would make good from his per- 
sonal account 

That did not satisfy the inspectors 
who reported to the higher ofiicials and 
they sent word to ICing Monday to quit 
at once. 

The rules of the postal department 
are so precise that it is said if a post- 
master is short in the stamp account 
and over in the money order depart- 
ment, he has no right to transfer from 
one to the other — they must come out 
right themselves or he is liable. 

Cummings' case is not yet settled. 
He was taken before the court in Chi- 
cago Monday and the case continued. 
In the meantime his friends are work- 
ing hard to save him but fear is held 
that the old ofiicial will bo sent to pri- 
son because of his neglect in handling 
the money of his ofiice. The North 
Shore is stirred as it has not been stirred 
before in years.

ARREST SIX BOY ROBBERS 

St. Paul Detectives Break up Bad Gang of 
Youthful Box Cor Pilferers 

Monday afternoon Justice Welch of 
Waukegan held six Milwaukee boys to 
the grand jury in bonds of $1,000 each 
on a charge of rifling the St Paul rail- 
road fright cars between Milwaukee and 
Rondout, Lake county. 

The names given were as follows, the 
boys ranging from 15 to 17 years: 
Frank Inda, Jas. Chincelenki<* Jas. 
Walczak, Jas. Ziolkowski, Casimir 
Gisicki, John Codus. 

The boys were arrested Saturday at 
Rondout and' Wadsworth and the ar- 
rests ended a 'month's pilfering which 
the detectives declare was the worst 
they have encountered in years. It had 
extended over a period of a month. 

The boys, according to the detectives, 
were following out a carefully planned 
system. They would board freight 
trains in. Milwaukee and ride to Wads- 
worth or Rondout On the trip down, 
they would take out boxes of shoes, 
etc., and, boarding an empty freight 
car on a train returning to Milwaukee, 
would cart the boxes back to that city 
where they are charged with selling 
them. ' 

The detectives have been on the job 
for some weeks but not until Saturday 
were they able to round up the gang 
which, they declare has been the worst 
they have had to contend with in a long 
time. 

The boys are all foreigners and the 
detectives declare they have given the 
Milwaukee police much trouble in other 
lines hence the outlook for tliem is very 
bad. 



LOOKS AS IF 

LAKE COUNTY 

WILL GET TAX 

The city of Lake forest won an im- 
portant point Tuesday in its fight to col- 
lect taxes from its wealthy residents 
who live there part of the time and who 
have homes elsewhere, because of 
which, they seek evasion of personal 
property taxes at both places. 

R^ecently the city of Lake Forest, 
through Attorney D. H. Jackson, start- 
ed suit to collect taxes on $75,000 per- 
sonal property from George H. Holt. 
He claimed he lived in Lake Forest only 
summers, that his home was in 
California. 

Holt obtained an injunction in circuit 
court restraining Lake Forest from col- 
lecting the tax and it was that bill 
which Judge Robert Wright Tuesday 
dismissed. Inarguingon the injunction. 
Lake Forest showed that Holt was in 
Lake Forest much of the time while 
he-held he was in other places. By the 
court's ruling, the case stands where it 
was and Lake Forest will proceed with 
the suit to collect the taxes. 

The judge dismissed the suit for wont 
of equity and on grounds that Holt has 
a complete remedy at law. As to the 
matter of residence the judge felt that 
a jury should at all events, decide this 
point 

The case Is important because of the 
precedent It establishes in regards to 
their wealthy men who seel to evade 
taxes in Lake Counry by claiming re- 
sidence some other place although it is 
generally felt they live much of the year 
in Lake Forest.

SEX EVEN IN BREAD MOLDS 



Scientific Discovery That Will Tend 

to Astonish the Unthinking 

Layman. 

Among the many extraordinarj 
theories Introduced by recent micro- 
scopic studios is that of sex In bread 
molds. After years of patient re- 
search It Is announced that a dlstln* 
gulshed, scientist has found that these 
minute fungi, the lowest order of plant 
life, possess the charaoterlstlcs of 
plants of the highest typo, and have 
the power of reproducing their kind 
from two distinct and different races.

df Milk Producers 



A CHANGE IN ATTITUDE 



Chicago Health Department Now Concedes 

Pasteurization the More Important 

Question in the Milk Supply 



In an effort to get at the root of the ' 
matter of tuberculine testing of cattle, 
Edward D. Shurtleff, chairman of the 
joint investigation committee and his 
helpers are devoting much time and 
energy in the gathering of all available 
evidence both for and against, that a 
just decision for all concerned, one that 
is fair to producer, dealer and consum- 
er alike may be arrived at. And as a 
result of the<investigation and the evi- 
dence gathered, it is , said that the 
Health department are arriving at a 
change of opinion and now conceede 
that pa^tteurization of milk is more im- 
portant than tuberculine testing of cat- 
tle. 

In regard to this, Mr. Shurtleff takes 
the same stand, that all interested 
parties should have their say, and in 
pursuit of this plan has caused to be 
sent to the county clerks, and super- ' 
visors of several counties, the follow- 
ing letter, which explains itself. > 

Dear Sir. 

The following gentlemen, Edward D. 
Shurtleff, ehairman; Guy, L. Bush, 
Frank W. Shepard, John C. McKenzie, 
Albert J. Olson, Thomas Tippit, Alex- 
ander Lane, J. W. Allison, S. C. Pe m-^ 
berton, C. S. Heam and Geo. L. Mc-r 
Connell, secretary, was appointed a 
joint committee by the house and sen- 
ate, upon a resolution introduced by 
myself, to investigate the subject of 
the tuberculine testing of cows, the 
pasteurization of millc and the miltc 
subject generally. 

The committee has several thousand ' 
pages of evidence, including the scien- ' 
tific end of the subject. It has the /^ 
evidence of all the noted bacteriologists ' 
hospital superintendents and the lead-^'"/' 
ing members of the medical profes- 
sion. 

Lately our committee hasv,^finished' 
taking the evidence of the local slti>- 
ation here in Chicago, including the 
evidence of Dr. Evans, Superintendent 
of the Hpalth department of Chicago, 
Dr. Kaehler, his assistant, and the 
other heads of department in this city. 
This has led, in my judgment, to a 
change in attitude qn the part of the 
HealthDepartment of the city of Chi- 
cago; at least from' their evidence upon 
the witness stand they concede that if 
all cows were tuberculin tested and the 
supply of milk derived only from those 
that passed the test, it would elimi- 
nate only about five per cent of the un- 
healthful germs . in milk. 

The Department of Health of the 
City of Chicago is now of the opinion 
that the pasteurization of milk is abso- 
lutely necessary to procure a pure sup - 
ply of milk in this city, — and growing 
out of the fight in the Chicago city- 
council, over its ordinances, led by; 
Alderman Hey and others, a commit- 
tee to investigate has been appointed 
by the Mayor of the city. I know- 
nothing about the makeup of this com- 
mittee, except that one producer of 
milk was name^ at my suggestion, and 
one other representative, in the city of 
Chicago, of our committee. 

Our Committee appointed by the 
state is now ready to take up the milk 
subject from the producers' standpoint 
end will give practically the balance of 
its time before the next legislature 
convenes to taking evidence and 
studying thoroughly the milk sub- 
ject from the producer's stand-^ 
point. This field is so large and 
includes so many in numbers that it is a 
difficult problem to determine how to 
reach the same economically and prac- 
tically. I have corresponded with the 
county clerks of Lake county, McHenry 
county, Kano county, Boone county, 
DeKalb county, DuPage county and 
Will county, and I think Kendall county 
should be included in the list, I would 
suggest that the Boards of Supervisors 
of theso various counties, at their next 
meeting, select in each respective 
county three practical milk producers 
of their respective counties, making in 
all a committee of twenty-four from the 
eight'reBpectiva counties, and that this-

Ho 
spoke briefly, but feelingly, of the 
'man who wasbelng honored, and of 
hls'Jnestlmable^servlcoa to the country 
and devotion tp.duty. 

The oration of the day, delivered by 
Senator William Alden Smith, was 
next on the program. It was an elo- 
quent and scholarly effort, and elicited 
ehthusldstio applause. This was fol- 
lowed- by remarks by MaJ. Gen. D. 
McM. Gregg, commander of the Sec- 
ond division. Cavalry corps, Jirmy of 
the Potomac, and Brig. Gen. Edward 
W. Whitaker, who was acting assist- 
ant Inspector general and chief of 
staff under Custer, at the oloBe of the 
war. A poem by ^yIll Carleton, writ- 
ten for the occasion, came next. : 

Gov. Fred M. Warner made the for- 
mal presentation of the statue, tho re- 
sponse being by Jacob Martin, ma^or 
of Monroe, after which the bond 
played "America." 

Laurel Wreaths for the Hero. 

Then came one of the prettiest 
features of the program. William- 0. 
Lee, president of the Michigan Cav- 
alry Brigade association,, stepped for- 
ward bearing in his arms a nUmber 
of laurel, wreaths, and as he laid them 
at the base of the monument, a chorus 
of 75 voices sang ''The Old Brigade." 
The ceremonies came to on end with 
a benediction pi^onounced by^Rt. Rev. 
Charles D. Williams, bishop of Mich- 
Igan. 

Tho Custer monument stands In the 
puhllc square of Monroe, close to the 
Presbyterian church, In which the 
general was married. It cost $25,000, 
and was paid for by- the state. The

The tern- 
poraturo of the water ' Is 'carefully, 
noted, the heat generated by the body 
In tho process of assimilating tho 
food causing tho water to bocom? 
warmer. 

Only one hind ot food Is given to 
tho subject at a time. One experi- 
ment, requires several hours, accord- 
ing to tho'tlmo required, to digest the 
Jood. 

The experiments do far have been 
to detormlno the relative hoat-produ- 
clng energy of fatty and starchy fooda. 
Several months will be apent In m* 
king the testa. - ^ •

of the mysteries that surround not 
only ^mankind but all life, both In the 
present and the past, said Mr. Roose- 
velt, we see strange analogies In the 
phenomena of life and death, of birth 
growth and change, between those 
phyplcal groups of animal life which 
we designate as species, forms, races 
and the highly complex and composite 
..entitles which rise before our minds 
Tvhen wo speak of nations and civi- 
lizations. It Is this study,' he assert- 
^ ed,.^hat has given science Its preeent- 
day'prominence, and the historian of 
mankind must work in the scientlflc 
spirit and use tho treasure-houses of 
■deuce. 

To illustrate, the lecturer took sev- 
eral instances of tho development of 
new species and the extinction of spe* 
:ies In the history of mammalian life, 
showing that In some cases' the causes 
can he traced with considerable accu- 
racy, and in other cases we cannot so " 
much as hazard a guess as to why a 
given change occurred.

Btates, are nl< •^ew" nations, eompdroS 
with Iho nations of Europe; but with 
whatever chanffca In det&U, their civilisa- 
tion- !■ nevertheless of the seneral Euro* 
pean type, as shown in Portugal, Spain, 
andi ISncland. The dlfferencon between 
theao "new" American and these "old" 
European nations are not oa great, as thoa^ 
which floparato the "now" natlonn one 
from anotlicr and tho "old" nations one 
from another. There are In each case 
very real dlflTerences between tho new and 
the old nation— <]irrorences both for ffood 
and for evil; but In each case ther« la 
the same ancestral history to reckon with, 
the aamo type of civilization, with Ita at- 
tondant. benenta and shortcomings; and, 
after the pioneer stages aro passed, the 
problems to be solved. In aplte of supcrd- 
clal differences, ate In their essence the 
same; they are those that confront all 
civilized peoples, not those that confront 
peoples struggling from barbarism Into 
civilization. 

6o, when we speak of the "death" of 
a tribe, a nation! or a civilization, the term 
may be used for either one or two totally 
different procesaca; tho analogy with 
what occurs. In biological history being 
complete. Certain tribes of savages, tho 
Toamanlana. tor Instance, and various lit- 
tle clans of American Indiana, ha%'e within 
the last cfanliJry or two completely died 
out: all of the individuals have perished, 
leaving no descendants, and the blood has 
disappeared. Certain other tribes of 
Indians have Ob' tribes disappeared or 
arts now disappear! ng-; hut their blood 
remains, being absorbed Into the veins of 
the white Intruders, or of the black men 
Introduced by these white Intruders; so 
that In reality they aro merely being 
transformed Into something absolutely 
different from what they were. 

A like wido diversity In fact may ba 
covered In thaatalcment that a civiliza- 
tion has "died out," 
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ipm wpre d-fscended from races that 
.- hIMuTto hati not been civilized at all, nnd 
.^that therefore for the flrst time entered 
on the ran-MT of civilized communities, 
.'n the southern part of western Kurope 
the new states thus formed consisted In 
bulk of the Inhabitants already In the land 
. under the Roman empire: and It was 
here that the new klnRdoma first took 
■hape. Through a reflex action their 
Influence then extended back Into the cold 
^ /orests from which the Invaders had come 
and Germany and Scandinavia wltnesied 
the rlso of communities with essentially 
. the same civilization as their southern 
neighbors: though in those communities, 
unlike the southern communities, there 
was no Infusion of new blood, and In each 
case the new civilized nation which gradu- 
ally developed was composed entirely of 
members of the same race which In the 
eame region had for ages lived tho life of 
a slowly changing barbarism. The same 
was true of the Slavs and the Slavonlzed 
i-lnns of eastern Europe, when an Inni- 
tratlon of Scandinavian leaders from the 
north and InHltratlon of Byz^nt no 
culture from the south joined to produce

Phenomena That Puzzle. 
In dealing, not T>ith groups of human 
belnga In simple and primitive relations. 
hut with highly bomplexi highly spactal- 
Ized, civilized, or seml-clvlllred socloUes. 
there Is need of great caution In drawing 
analo^es with what has occurred la tho 
development of the animal world. Yet 
even In these cases It Is curious to ser 
how some of the phenomena In tho 
growth and disappearance of theso com- 
plex, nrtinclal groups of human belnga 
resemble what hda happened In myriads 
of Instances In tho history of life on this 
planet. 

Why do great artlflclal empires, whoso 
citizens are knit by a bond of speech and. 
culture much more than by a bond of 
blood, show periods of extraordinary 
growth, and again of sudden or Ungerlng 
decay? In some cases we can answer 
readily enough; In other cases we can- 
not as yet even guess what the proper 
answer should ba. If m any such case 
the centrifugal forces overcome the een- 
trlpeul, the nation will of course fly to 
pieces, and the reason for ita failure to 
bccomo a dominant force la patent to 
every one. The minute that tho spirit 
which flnds Ita htalthy development In 
oca Belf.ffovcrnm«u. and In the antidote 
to the dangers of an extreme centraliza- 
tion, develops Into mere particularism, 
into Inability to combine effectively for 
achievement of a common end, then It Is 
hopeless to expect great results.

In th* 
rata of natural Increase, now to a larger' 
or_ leaser degrea shared hr moat of tha 
civilized nations of central and western 
Europe, of America and Australia; a dim- 
inution so great that IMt continues for tho 
next century at tho rate which haa ob- 
tained forth* laal 28 years, alt the more 
highly civilized people wJIl bo stationary 
or else hove begun to go backward In 
population, while many of jthom will have 
alroady gone very far backward. 

There Is much that should glvo us con- 
cern for the-fuluro. But thero la much 
also which should give ua hope. No man 
la more apt to be mistaken than the 
prophet of evil. I bcllovo with all my 
heart that a great future remains for ub; 
hut wliether It does or does not. our 
duty Is not altered. However the bat- 
tle may go, the aoldler worthy of the 
name will with utmost vigor do his al- 
loted task, and bear hlmaolf as valiant- 
ly In defeat as In victory. Como what 
win, wo belong to peoples who have not 
yielded to the craven fear of being great.' 
In the ages that have gone by, the 
great nations, the nations that have ex- 
panded and that have played a mighty 
part In tha world, have In tho end 
grown old and weakened and vanished; 
but, no have tho nations whose only 
thought was to avoid all danger, njl ef- 
fort, who would risk nothing, and who 
therefore gained nothing. In tho end the 
same fate may overwhelm all alike; but 
tho memory of tho ono typo perlahea with 
It while tho other Icpves Its mark deep 
on tho history of all tho future of man- 
kind. 

A nation that seemingly dlea may be 
born again: and even though In tho 
physical senae It die utterly. It may yot 
hand down a hiatory of heroic achieve- 
ment, and for all-time to come may pro- 
foundly Influence the nations that arise In 
Ua place by the Impress of what It haa 
done. Best of all la It to do our part well, 
and at tho same timo to see our blood live 
.young and vital in men and women nt to 
take up tho task as we lay It down; for 
110 nhall our seed Inherit the earth. But 
If this, which la beat. Is denied na. then 
at least It Is ouni to remember that If wo 
choose wo can be torch-bearers, -oa our 
fathers were before us. Tlio torch haa 
been handed on from nation to nation, 
from civilization to civilization thrpurh- 
out all recorded time, from the dim years 
before history dawned, down to the bla- 
zing splendor of this teeming century of 
ours. It la dropped from tho hand of the 
coward and the sluggard, of the man 
wrapped In luxub^ or leva of ease, the 
man whoso soul was eaten away by self- 
Indulgenceijt haa been kept alight only 
by those who were mighty of heart and 
cunning of hand, What they worked at.

Strength With Morality. 

,.-SJ«* "".i ^"^ o' this lecture I drew 
certain analoglea between what had oc- 
curred to forma of animal life through 
the procession of tho ages on this planet, 
and what haa occurred and Is occurring 
to the groat nrUflclal clvlllzatlono which 
have gradually spread over tho worid's 
'f^'"f''£" during tho thousands of years 
that have elapsed since cities of temples 
and patacea flrat rose beside the Nile and 
the Euphrates, and the harbors of 
Minoan Crete bristled with the maata of 
the Aegean craft But of course the 
parallel is true only In the roughest 
and most general way. Moreover, even 
between the civtilzatlona of today and 
i* J^vlllzatlons of ancient times there 
arv differences ao profound that we muat 
bo cauUous In drawing any conclusions 
for the present baaed on what has hap- 
pened n tho past While freely admlt- 
tliig all of our folllea and weakncoaea of 
today. It la yet mere pen-eralty to^ refuae 
to realize the Incredible advance that 
has been made In ethical standards. I do 
not believe that there la the allghtest nec- 
essary connection between any weaken- 
ing of virile force and this advance in 
the moral standard, this growth of tho 
sense of obligation to one's neighbor and 
of reluctance to do that neighbor wrong,

I belong to a nation 
which Is trying, on a scale hitherto Unex- 
ampled, to work out tho probloma of gov- 
ernment for, of, and by the people, whlU 
at the aamo Umo dolnff the International 
fluty of a great power. - But there are 
certain problemU which both of ua have 
to aolve, dnd:na to which' our atandarda 
ahould be the same. Tho Engllahmon, tho 
man. of the BriUah Isles, In, his various 
homea-ncrosa the aeoa, and tho Ameri- 
can, both at_ home and abroad, ara 
brought Into contact with utteriy alien 
peoples, some wlth,a civilization more OJi- 
clent than our own, othora still In, or 
nnving but recently arisen from, the bor^ 
barlsni Which our people loft behind ages 
»po. The problems that arise are of well- 
nigh Inconceivable dlfllculty.. They cannot 
bo solved by the foolish senUmentallty of 
atay-at-honie people, with little patent 
recipes, and thos* cut-nnd-drled thoorica 
of tho political nuraery which have such 
limited appllcablUty amid the crash of 
elemental forces. Neither can they b* 
aolved by the raw-brutality of the men 
Who. whether at homo or on tho rough 
frontier of civilization, adopt might aa 
the only standard of right In dealing with 
other men, and treat alien racea only aa 
subjects. for exploitation. 

No hard and fast rule can be drawn iu 
applying to all alien races, because they 
. differ from ono another far more wide- 
ly than Bomo of them differ from us. But 
there are ono or two rules which must 
not be forgotten. In the long run. thera 
con bo no Justlflcotlon for one race man- 
nglnff or controlling another unless tha 
management and control are exercised In 
the Interest and for the benefit of that 
other race. Thla Is what our peoplca 
have In the main done, and must con- 
llnuo In the future In even greater da- 
pee to do. In India, Egypt, and tho Phil- 
ippines alike. In tho next place, as re- 
gards every race, everj-where. ot homa 
or abroad, we cannot afford to deviate

TAFT MAKES A CONCESSION 



Prealdonf^Agrees to Dlecontlnue In- 
junction Proceedings Against 
Roadi After Railroad Bill 
Receives His Signature.

THE UnloQ Pacific railroad bas 
discovered q new use for billy 
goats and every day at half a 
hundred atock feeding etatlona 
on the line of the big railroad 
syBtcm. Bolemn goats with long 
white beards act the part of Judaa, 
luring unsuspecting sheep to their 
doom; Little did the grave mombers 
of the Interstate Commerce commls- 
/ clon think when they made a ruling 
that live stock en route from the great 
western ranges to the packing houses 
along the Missouri river, should not 
be kept aboard railroad trains for 
-more than 28 consecutive hours, but 
that, at the. expiration of that period, 
the anlinalB should be taken from the 
cars and given water and provender 
that Iho ruling would bo responsible 
_J!or Jhe creation of a band of goats 
trained to Ingratiate themselves Into 
the confidence of Innoceutllttlo lambs, 
matronly ewes and stately rams and 
bring these down to their death. 

But such Is the case. And the Union 
Pacific railroad has a flock of goats, 
each Individual member of which 
can do hotter work along the 
lines for which It la trained than half 
a dozen men could do In twice tho 
time. 

When the 28-hour law went Into 
effect the Union Pacific railroad found- 
It necessary to build big feeding yards 
at numerous points along Its lino — In 
fact, these yards wero Installed about 
every 25 miles from end to end of tho 
big system. During the shipping sea- 
* Bon that railroad brings hundreds oif 
thousands of sheep from the great 
ranges of Wyoming, Colorado, Utah. 
Idaho, Oregon, Montana, California 
and tho southwestern states to the 
packing houses at Omaha. Under the 
new law It was necessary that these 
sheep be unloaded, fed and watered, 
and then reloaded evefy 28 houra. . 

Those men who have ever attempt- 
ed to drive sheep will remember how 
dlQIcult the task la. especially to get 
the anlmalB headed In the right dlreo* 
Hon. "As timid as a eheep" Is a 
proverb, and Its truth Is proven every 
day and every hour wherever sheep 
are handled. 

If the sheep ore in t^c stock cars 
It Is a big' Job to get them out Efforts 
of the attendants to get them to leave 
the cars usually result In the_ whole 
bunch crowding up In one end and re*. 
fusing to go out the door. Sometimes 
It was even necessary that each Indi- 
vidual, sheep be actually lifted up and 
taken from the car. 

And sometimes this 28-hour limit 
expired In the dead of night, when the 
sheep wore all lying asleep on the 
floor of the car. At such times It was 
almost Impossible to unload except by 
tl^ "hand" method. At times half an 
hit'ur was consumed in unloading a sin- 
gle car. 

After the sheep wero fed and wa- 
tered came tho reloading, and again 
there was trouble, almost as much as 
when unloading. 

The railroad found R necessary to 
maintain a largo force of men at 
each feeding station, It being found 
more economic to do this than to 
spend hours and hourtj loading and 
unloading a train. This cost money, 
and lots of It, but there seemed no 
means of avoiding tho oxpenso. There 
stood the United States courts ready 
to Inflict a $100 fine every time a car 
of Bheep 'was not fed and watered 
every 28' holirs. Employing tho men 
was cheaper than flnea. 



One day a stockman who had come 
Into South Omaha with a train of 
sheep dropped In at Union Pacific 
headquarters to see General Superin- 
tendent W. L. Park on business, and 
In the couree of his conversation be- 
gan telling of the trip down from 
Idaho. He had' had lota of trouble 
loading and unloading, he said, until 
he reached North Platte, Neb. 

"Biit there I saw the funniest thing 
In my life," he laughed. "The station 
agent there has a boy and that boy 
bas a goat— iuat a plain old billy goat 
And that billy goat has learned to 
chew tobacco. 

"When wo got ready to load our 
sheep, that kid took a plug of to- 
bacco In bla hand and started. BlUy 
started after the tobacco. Tho kid 
walked through the sheep and old 
Billy followed, him. And blamed If all 
those. Bheep didn't walk right after 
that old goat They thought he was 
one of them, and you know a sheep 
will follow where another one leads. 

"The boy walked up the chute Into 
one of the cars. Billy was right be- 
hind him and sheep were simply fall- 
ing over ttiemselvee to get in. The 
boys and Billy, remained near the door 
and when the car was filled with 
sheep they got out and- the door was 
closed. 

"That freckle-faced kid and, that old 
billy goat did In five minutes what 
half a do^ea men could not have done 
in ten," 

Tho stockman saw only a funny oo- 
currenco in tho work of the goat hut 
Park saw the solution of a big prob: 
leni. 

Two hours later a special train car- 
rying tho general superintendent left 
the Omaha yards, its destination be- 
ing North Plattte. On arriving there 
tho boy proudly made Billy show off. 

Within a month every feeding sta- 
tion on tho Union Pacific system was 
equipped with a couple of billy goats 
and their training was begun. 

Today, when a long line of stock 
cara, each filled with sheep, draws tip 
at a feeding yard, one of these goats 
Is sent up the chutes and into the car 
among tlio sheep. He quickly makes 
the acquaintance of the newly arrived 
animals and then calmly walk^ out 
the door. True to the Idea of follow- 
ing a loader, the sheep fall In line and 
march out b^^jp.d ol'i Bill. 

This action Is ropeatdd until all the 
cars are emptied— and then Bill geta 
his reward— a chow of tobacco. 

The goats have learned to chew to- 
bacco from tho train men who pet and 
tease them whenever they have • the 
opportunity, and the "chew" Is usu- 
ally; given them as a reward when 
their task, of unloading a train of 
sheep Is completed. The railroad com- 
pany makes 'a regular allowance to 
pay for tobacco for these goats. 

When ready to reload, the goats are 
again sent among tho sheep, ' with 
whom they frolic a few minutes, and 
then they start for the cars, followed 
by the sheep. When all' cars are load- 
ed the goats receive' another chew of 
tobacco. 

The feeding yards are all equipped 
with electric lights so that cars may 
be loaded and unloaded at night, thus 
saving much time. And when a train 
arrives at night, especially are the 
goats necessary. At such times they 
enter the cars where the sheep are ly- 
ing on tho floor and butt tho steeping 
animals around until they are thor- 
oughly awakened— and then they lead 
them out Into the feeding pens. 

Those goats are great favorites of 
the railroad men and seem to know 
every brakeman and train employee 
on their division. But not a single 
one of the railroaders Is more neces- 
sary to tho economical operation bf 
the lino than Is one of the Bills, and 
none of them do more work for their 
salaries than the goats for their feed 
and tobacco. ' 

The facility of the goat for this 
work has long been known at tho 
packing houses, where they are 
utilized to load animals to slaughter. 



. Washington.— President Toft has 
forced the complete surrender of the 
big railroad chiefs of the west 

At the end of a four-hour confer- 
ence Monday with the president in the 
executive offices, tho representatives 
of the Western Trunk lino committee 
consented to the announcement thiat 
they would; withdraw the proposed In- 
creases In freight rates which the 
administration had enjoined by the 
federal court In Mlaaourl early last 
week. . 

They further consented to make no 
further effort to Increase rates until 
the pending railroad bill has become 
a law. This means that all future in- 
creases In rates proposed by these 
railroads must bd reviewed by the In- 
terstate commerce commission before 
such new rates become effective. 

A latitude of 11 months la allowed 
the commission In which to investi- 
gate the proposed rate Increases, un- 
der thff bill as It Is passed by tho sen- 
ate, so that there la* approximately a 
full year ahead under which the old 
rates must he maintained, In conse- 
quence of the agreement which the ad- 
ministration forced from the railway 
men. s6 far this arrangement binds 
only the western roads. 

But at the White House Tuesday af- 
ternoon President Taft had before 
him Presidents Brown of the New 
York Central lines, McRae of the 
Pennsylvania road and such other 
eastern railway chiefs as they desired 
to bring with them for a conference 
along lines similar to those of the 
western conference; These eastern 
roads have also filed notice of In- 
creases In rates. There is every rea- 
son to believe that the president made 
a similar proposition to his callers 
and that It was accepted, and all poa- 
slblllty of Increases In rates averted. 

In return for the withdrawal of the 
proposed Increased rates the presi- 
dent agreed to discontinue the In- 
junction proceedings instituted against 
the Western Traffic committee. But 
it is expresaly understood that this 
action will not be discontinued until 
the completed railroad bill, as agreed 
to finally by tho two' houses of con- 
gresa, has received the signature of 
the president 

The agreement Is a distinct triumph 
for tho administration. By a deft use 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, In- 
voked as a club at tho last hour, the 
threatened Increase In freight rates 
has been prevented and the railroads 
held In check until congress finally 
puts Into tho president's hand the 
means whereby the interstate com- 
merce commission will have at all 
times the' full means of regulating all 
freight charges.

Injunction. Granted Against Former 

Employes and Companies Which 

They Organized. 

Chicago. — Some of the details of th» 
graft investigation growing out of, an 
alleged "inner circle" In the IlUnolB 
Central railroad, through the opera- 
tions of which the railroad company 
was robbed- of nearly ?2,000,000i were 
made' known Monday when Judge 
Walker granted Issuance of an In- 
junction against those accused. 

The injunction restrains the defend* 
ants from carrying out contracts given 
them by the, Illinois Central. 

The defendants. are: 

H. O.Oato'rinan, the West Pullman 
Car company, the American Car and 
Equipment company; J. C, Backer, for- 
merly superintendent of machinery of 
the Illlnola Central railroad; William 
Renshaw, formerly In the employ of 
the railroad; O. S. Keith, formerly bu- 
pcrlntendent of trains for the railroad 
company, and John 11. Taylor, for- 
merly general storekeeper. 

Tho avowed purpose of the suit U 
to tie up the business of the concerns 
mentioned as defendanta.
